n last’s issue column, I questioned statistical 
evidence of “scientists” on issues where facts 
simply can’t support their conclusions—spe- 
cifically, that gay parents produce more gay 
offspring than do straight ones. 

I had my own idea why gay parents might seem to 
have more gay kids, but decided not to toss out yet 
another unsubstantiated theory. 

However, the recent hateful rants of Arkansas elected school 
board member Clint McCance are such a perfect illustration for my 
own theory that I offer it now. 

In a response to a Facebook initiative to wear lavender to show 
support for gay youth in the wake of several suicides of bullied gay 
teens, McCance posted this spew of hatred and bad grammar: “Seri- 
ously they want me to wear purple because five queers killed them- 
selves. The only way im [sic] wearin [sic] it for them is if they all 
commit suicide. I cant [sic] believe the people of this world have got- 
ten this stupid. We are honoring the fact that they sinned and killed 
thereselves [sic] because of their sin. REALLY PEOPLE.” 

Answering a respondent’s questions, McCance elaborated “I 
would disown my kids [if] they were gay. They will not be welcome 


at my home or in my vicinity. I will absolutely run them off. Of course 
my kids will know better. My kids will have solid christian [sic] be- 
liefs. See it infects everyone.” 

McCance doesn’t say if he is a parent, or anticipates future prog- 
eny. It is, however, fodder for my own rather obvious theory: If a gay 
youngster is raised in a home where he or she fears being abused or 
disowned for expressing homosexual feelings, he or she will remain 
silent, with parents unaware of the truth. 

By contrast, children who grow up with gay parents, who are 
cherished for themselves, and who have their feelings heard and re- 
spected well may speak up about sexual concerns, secure in their 
parents’ and family’s love and acceptance—hence giving the impres- 
sion that gay families produce more gay children. 

In further rantings, wishing death for all gay children and adults, 
McCance added, “I like that fags cant [sic] procreate.” 

Aside from the obvious—that nowadays, they can and do—this 
sentence overlooks that God, Spirit, Intelligent Design, or just Nature 
has been using heterosexual couples to create homosexuals since 
the beginning of humankind. 

We're put here for some purpose, and I do not believe it is to suffer 
at the hands of the Clint McCances. E.B. BOATNER

ISENTRESS® (eye sen tris) 
(raltegravir) Tablets 


Read the patient information that comes with ISENTRESS' before you start taking 
it and each time you get a refill. There may be new information. This leaflet is a 
summary of the information for patients. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you 
additional information. This leaflet does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor about your medical condition or your treatment. 


What is ISENTRESS? 

* ISENTRESS is an anti-HIV (antiretroviral) medicine used for the treatment 
of HIV. The term HIV stands for Human Immunodeficiency Virus. It is the 
virus that causes AIDS (Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome). ISENTRESS 
is used along with other anti-HIV medicines. ISENTRESS will NOT cure HIV 
infection. 

e People taking ISENTRESS may still develop infections, including 
opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection. 

e Stay under the care of your doctor during treatment with ISENTRESS. 

* The safety and effectiveness of ISENTRESS in children has not been studied. 


ISENTRESS must be used with other anti-HIV medicines. 


How does ISENTRESS work? 
e |SENTRESS blocks an enzyme which the virus (HIV) needs in order to make 
more virus. The enzyme that ISENTRESS blocks is called HIV integrase. 
e When used with other anti-HIV medicines, ISENTRESS may do two things: 
1. Reduce the amount of HIV in your blood. This is called your "viral load". 
2. Increase the number of white blood cells called CD4 (T) cells. 
e |SENTRESS may not have these effects іп all patients. 


Does ISENTRESS lower the chance of passing HIV to other people? 
No. ISENTRESS does not reduce the chance of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact, sharing needles, or being exposed to your blood. 

* Continue to practice safer sex. 

* Use latex or polyurethane condoms or other barrier methods to lower the 
chance of sexual contact with any body fluids. This includes semen from a 
man, vaginal secretions from a woman, or blood. 

* Never re-use or share needles. 

Ask your doctor if you have any questions about safer sex or how to prevent 

passing HIV to other people. 


What should | tell my doctor before and during treatment with ISENTRESS? 
Tell your doctor about all of your medical conditions. Include any of the following 
that applies to you: 
* You have any allergies. 
* Youare pregnant or plan to become pregnant. 
- ISENTRESS is not recommended for use during pregnancy. 
ISENTRESS has not been studied in pregnant women. If you take 
ISENTRESS while you are pregnant, talk to your doctor about how 
you can be included in the Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry. 
* You are breast-feeding or plan to breast-feed. 
= It is recommended that HIV-infected women should not breast-feed 
their infants. This is because their babies could be infected with HIV 
through their breast milk. 
- Talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your baby. 


Tell your doctor about all the medicines you take. Include the following: 
° prescription medicines, including rifampin (a medicine used to treat some 
infections such as tuberculosis) 
* non-prescription medicines 
* vitamins 
* herbal supplements 


Know the medicines you take. 
* Keep a list of your medicines. Show the list to your doctor and pharmacist 
when you get a new medicine. 


How should | take ISENTRESS? 


Take ISENTRESS exactly as your doctor has prescribed. The recommended 
dose is as follows: 
* Take only one 400-mg tablet at a time. 
Take it twice a day. 
Take it by mouth. 
Take it with or without food. 


Do not change your dose or stop taking ISENTRESS or your other anti-HIV 
medicines without first talking with your doctor. 


IMPORTANT: Take ISENTRESS exactly as your doctor prescribed and at the 
right times of day because if you don't: 
* The amount of virus (HIV) in your blood may increase if the medicine is 
stopped for even a short period of time. 
e The virus may develop resistance to ISENTRESS and become harder to treat. 
* Your medicines may stop working to fight HIV. 
° The activity of ISENTRESS may be reduced (due to resistance).

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If you fail to take ISENTRESS the way you should, here's what to do: 

° |f you miss a dose, take it as soon as you remember. If you do not 
remember until it is time for your next dose, skip the missed dose and go 
back to your regular schedule. Do NOT take two tablets of ISENTRESS at the 
same time. In other words, do NOT take a double dose. 

e |f you take too much ISENTRESS, call your doctor or local Poison Control 
Center. 


Be sure to keep a supply of your anti-HIV medicines. 
e When your ISENTRESS supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. 
* Do not wait until your medicine runs out to get more. 


What are the possible side effects of ISENTRESS? 


When ISENTRESS has been given with other anti-HIV drugs, side effects 
included: 

* nausea 

* headache 

° tiredness 

* weakness 

* trouble sleeping 

* stomach pain 

* dizziness 

* depression 

* suicidal thoughts and actions 


Other side effects include rash, severe skin reactions, feeling anxious, paranoia, 
low blood platelet count. 


A condition called Immune Reconstitution Syndrome can happen in some 
patients with advanced HIV infection (AIDS) when combination antiretroviral 
treatment is started. Signs and symptoms of inflammation from opportunistic 
infections that a person has or had may occur as the medicines work to treat 
the HIV infection and help to strengthen the immune system. Call your doctor 
right away if you notice any signs or symptoms of an infection after starting 
ISENTRESS with other anti-HIV medicines. 


Contact your doctor promptly if you experience unexplained muscle pain, 
tenderness, or weakness while taking ISENTRESS. This is because on rare 
occasions, muscle problems can be serious and can lead to kidney damage. 


Rash occurred more often in patients taking ISENTRESS and darunavir together 
than with either drug separately, but was generally mild. 


Tell your doctor if you have any side effects that bother you. 


These are not all the side effects of ISENTRESS. For more information, ask 
your doctor or pharmacist. 


How should | store ISENTRESS? 
e Store ISENTRESS at room temperature (68 to 77°F). 
* Keep ISENTRESS and all medicines out of the reach of children.

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that are not mentioned in 
patient information leaflets. 
* Do not use ISENTRESS for a condition for which it was not prescribed. 
* Do not give ISENTRESS to other people, even if they have the same 
symptoms you have.

THREE IOWA JUSTICES

Iowans voted November 2 to remove 
three of the state’s Supreme Court justices, 
following on the historic ruling in 2008 that 
effectively legalized same-sex marriage in 
the state.

Rhode Island Democrat David Cicilline 
was elected only the fourth openly gay mem- 
ber of Congress on November 2, after win- 
ning the House seat vacated by retiring Rep- 
resentative Patrick Kennedy. The 49-year-old 
Mayor of Providence beat Republican State 
Representative John Loughlin.

GROUNDBREAKING NEW FILM COLLAPSES 
BOUNDARIES OF SEXUAL IDENTITY 


ptown Minneapolis today is 
the setting of a groundbreak- 
ing new film about romantic 
and erotic desire. This indie, 
FAUX, blurs the categories of 
gay, straight, and even bisexual. It’s the second 
in a triptych, the first of which is titled FADE. 

Christopher Beer, 23-year-old FAUX direc- 
tor-writer-cinematographer, says, “The charac- 
ters are written as having no clear orientation— 
or rather, no definably-labeled orientation.” 

Moreover, Beer observes how economics 
influences and shapes sexual expression. 

FAUX is a Minneapolis-made film that 
elicits marvelous performances from the 
Twin Cities theater-actor pool. 

Playing the lead, Caleb, is an astound- 
ing Andrew Sass, known for his sexually- 
charged stage performances (Anon, Medea 
Ex Machina, Needs/Wants/Desires). In the 
film, Caleb, a Caucasian writer, has lost his 
wife, Annie, in a hit-and-run accident. While 
emerging from his grief, he connects with 
Rin, a darling man of color portrayed by Je- 
mar Rovie-Frenchwood. 

Sass and Rovie-Frenchwood ignite lumi- 
nous passion. Oh, the shower scene! Intima- 
cy merges with sexuality. They share them- 
selves heart to heart, in the flesh, rather 
than electronically. 

Beers  up-close-and-personal camera 
sometimes veers into space, while his char- 
acters continue to speak in intriguing dia- 
logue. I can think of no other film that is si- 
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multaneously both so cerebrally thoughtful 
and erotically sensual. 

For those who would insist that Caleb 
was denying his homosexuality when his 
wife was alive, Sass counters, “I believe that 
Caleb discovered a deep, meaningful con- 
nection with another man that he perceived 
as the same as—or at least similar to—his 
connection with Annie. Whether with a man 
or woman in his life, he longed for love, and 
he shared it both with Annie and Rin." 

Adena Brumer plays Annie in a stunning 
Weisman Art Museum segment. She's like a vi- 
sion out of Old Hollywood, but without a trace of 
narcissism. She's the embodiment of love and 
openness. How could Caleb ot love her? 

In shocking contrast, a shattering Matthew 
Feeney rivets as Denny, a middle-aged gay 
man obsessed with Rin. Denny thought *com- 
ing out" would be a cure-all for heterosexist 
wounds and a swift passage to true love. 

Beer notes, "Denny was written as a culmi- 
nation of gay and lesbian people I have known 
who had approached coming out as the light 
at the end of their tunnels, only to be disap- 
pointed. They came out, and then went, "Well, 
now what?' A depression also ensued. Instead 
of just being a person, they were now a demo- 
graphic, a subgenre, a commodity." 

Radically contrasting Denny is Lavender 
CEO Stephen Rocheford in vibrant form in an 
actual interview. The antithesis of the victim 
personified by Denny, he notes that archaic 
negative stereotypes are understandable in 


terms ofthe eras in which they held currency, 
but are to be moved past. He weighs in smart- 
ly on the importance of GLBT financial power 
as a counter to the dominant paradigm. 

Peppered throughout the film is a stu- 
dent trio led by Theresa, portrayed by a 
deliciously-funny Nicole Kreux. They lament 
how we're reduced to what music we listen 
to or what liquor we drink. 

Beer remarks, ^We have this pervasive 
need to easily understand and label everything, 
and this insane desire to create some form of 
representation of who we want to be." 

The character Theresa asserts, “Love is 
a societal fabrication, rather than a base hu- 
man need. Marriage is a creation of the state. 
'The state also needs the marriage of man and 
woman strictly, in order to breed the more 
easily refined consumerists." 

Transgender drama coach Alexandra Bill- 
ings, in another FAUX interview, hilariously 
considers how gay marriage would spur the 
economy. Injected into the marriage discus- 
sion at one point is a shopping-mall interior 
with a gigantic American flag. 

Indeed, how image and words play off 
one another throughout FAUX simply aston- 
ishes. JOHN TOWNSEND

An Embarrassment of Riches: 
Picturing Global Wealth

As you enter this seemingly 
low-key photo exhibit, you read: 
“The past decade has witnessed 
unprecedented growth of global 
riches.” So, you might expect 
images of those recently mowed 
down by the global economy. 
Instead, you see recent reflections 
of prosperity. The Marxist maxim 
that wealth should be redistributed 
downward to the masses shifts into 
reverse here. Such redistribution 
actually has occurred upward. 

The first photo as you walk in is 
Edward Burtynksy’s Oil Fields #22. 
A sleek pipeline purposely snakes 
its way into the green Alberta 
landscape. Nature is secondary and 
passive. The phallic wealth organ is 
primary and vigorous. 

As you may anticipate, the 
exhibit includes obligatory deca- 
dent images: photos of hip young 
people (mostly attractive men) in 
a Frankfurt night club; narcissistic 
LA Valley Girls sipping Buds; and 
a bulldog sitting contently in an 
antique chair. But curator David 
Little deliberately seems to have 
overshadowed them with deeper 
comments within other photos. 

Those comments include 
Luc Delahaye’s A Lunch at the 
Belvedere. In a grouping that eerily 
echoes Leonard da Vinci’s The 
Last Supper, 11 businessmen and 
a woman interact at a conference 
table at the fabled Davos, Switzer- 
land, hotel for the World Economic 
Forum. Has economics unseated 
religion? 

Sze Tsung Leong’s forlorn Su- 
zhou Creek, Putuo District, Shang- 
hai, the only work that forthrightly 
laments the global economic 
shift, has decrepit, once-gorgeous 
buildings in the foreground, as 
nondescript, sterile ones rise with 
uniformity beyond. 

Tina Barney’s The Orchids 
features two men in a room with 
antiques. We wonder: What is 
their relationship to each other?

probably should have waited to visit Café Ena, a charming Latin fusion restaurant. As I will be taking a 
trip to Chile soon, I will return better-prepared to comment on Latin cuisine. However, whenever I put 
out feelers for good new restaurants, Café Ena—the brainchild of Hector Ruiz and Erin Ungerman of 
El Meson—kept coming up, and patience is not one of my strongest qualities. 

The “Latin fusion” descriptor was enticing, with just the perfect amount of vague to attract my curi- 
osity. At Café Ena, the fusion element applies to Ruiz’s French cooking techniques and presentation, 
but the food itself is somewhat traditional. Then again, much of what we experience of Latin American 

cuisine is itself a fusion, heavily influenced by the Spanish, but with hints of the German and the French. 

Not to praise any form of imperialism, but I’m glad the influence at least went both ways—we have the Ameri- 
cas to thank for Italy’s red sauces, and for Ireland’s potatoes. Also, while Europeans brought smallpox to the 
Western Hemisphere, the Taino Indians may have introduced syphilis to the Eastern Hemisphere. I don’t know 
that I would call it a fair trade, but each brought down their share of dynasties. I only mention this for the morbid 
who also enjoy history and fine food. I hope my readership includes at least some of you. +»

Whenever I put out feelers for good new restaurants, Café Ena—the brain- 
child of Hector Ruiz and Erin Ungerman of El Meson—kept coming up. 


My dining partner and I were offered a 
glass of Intalgio Bianco ($8.50/$29), which 
is clean and crisp, just as promised. If you are 
going to Café Ena, as I was, quite stressed 
and in need of TLC, I believe this complex 
white blend can soothe any savage beast. 

I surrendered to my higher power—in 
this case, our server, who brought us Cam- 
eron Caribe and Ceviche. 
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Cameron Caribe ($9.95) is a playful 
plate of lightly-battered shrimp, balanced 
on corn and curry fritters, topped with ci- 
lantro aioli and picked onions, with an ac- 
companying jalapefio-laced sauce. I thought 
the curry competed just a bit with the rest, 
but the presentation allowed one to enjoy 
the elements separately. If you're interested 
in trying it, you should go to the restaurant 


before too much snow hits the ground—ru- 
mor has it this dish may go on hiatus during 
the winter. 

Café Ena's scallop, shrimp, and calamari 
Ceviche ($11.95) was very mild, very bal- 
anced, and very fresh. I’ve had ceviches 
elsewhere that are so packed with lime, you 
really can't taste much else. It's served with 
a wealth of tortilla chips, which is very con- 
siderate for a group of four or five diners. 

What one quickly notices about Café Ena 
is how very easy it is to relax here. Thought 
is put into the food itself, of course, but also 
it is easy to order; easy to enjoy; and in the 
case of appetizers, mercifully easy to share. 

Campesino ($8.95) followed, and it very 
well may have been my favorite dish of 
the evening. Layers of pan-seared panela 
cheese are tucked between thickly-sliced 
yellow and red heirloom tomatoes, then 
drizzled with a balsamic reduction, as well 
as cilantro- and jalapefio-infused oil. A glass 
of Chilean Root 1 Carmenere ($8/$28) 
brought out the fruitiness of the tomatoes 
very nicely, but didn’t get in the way of the 
mild, mozzarella-like cheese. н>

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The carmenere grape long was thought 
to be extinct, but it survived in Chilean vine- 
yards under the accidental pseudonym of 
“Merlot Peumal.” Its rediscovery in 1994 
didn’t cause much of a splash outside the 
wine scene, but for my money, it should 
have. Carmenere makes for a gentle, drink- 
able wine. It is easy to pair, and it best is en- 
joyed young. 

Our entrées were Bahia ($20.95) —grilled 
corvina (similar to sea bass) served over 
mango-coconut risotto and sauteéd spin- 
ach—paired with melon-kissed Pedron- 
celli Sauvignon Blanc ($8/$28); and Filete 
($24.95) —pepper-crusted filet mignon, with 
a soft nest of mashed potatoes and sauteed 
Swiss chard—paired with chocolatey An- 
cient Vines Mourvedre (off-menu). I know 
it’s sacrilege, but if you were to take home 
anything from Café Ena’s menu, and eat it 
cold, alone in bed with the lights off (hypo- 
thetically), it’s Filete—quite comforting. 

We sampled three desserts ($6 each): 
Churros with chocolate granache and cinna- 
mon ice cream; Lemon Pie with mango coulis; 
and Empanadas. Assuming you must choose 
one, I’d recommend Churros, in no small 


part because of the assertive, red hot-like cin- 
namon ісе cream—my favorite flavor—but I 
never have had it quite like this before. 
Bottom line: I would recommend surpris- 
ingly few places for someone in need of a

good cheering-up. However, at Café Ena, the 
light and airy dining room, festive menu, and 
reasonable prices make it very difficult not 
to enjoy yourself thoroughly.

pparently, I’m living across the street from a whorehouse.

"They're whores!" Chris said triumphant- 
ly. “And they're running a whorehouse! And 
they're not straight, either. They're bisexual, 
and they put on sex shows!" 

You'd think that I would have done a spit- 
take at that news, but, instead, I calmly sipped 
my wine, and nodded in agreement. It wasn't 
all that shocking, because at least once every 
visit, Chris tells me of a local whorehouse op- 
erated by some desperate single mom. 

On my last visit, Chris told me that my 
former tenant ran a whorehouse out of 
my house! According to him, my renter, 
who happened to be a massage therapist 
at Chris's salon, was turning tricks right in 
front of her small son. 

"Its a good thing you kicked her out," 
Chris said. "There's a fine line between be- 
ing a massage therapist and being a whore." 

“Not really, Chris,” I replied. “A massage 
therapist doesn't sleep with clients for mon- 


ey. But a whore does." 

"Exactly," Chris said, and then launched 
into a long, convoluted tale about a former 
Miss Tuliptime who lost her crown after a 
stunning fall from grace.

Beer Built Right 
for the Tea Party 


If you're the sort of person who enjoys 
plopping down on the sofa for long periods 
of time to watch sports on TV, raise your 
hand. OK, maybe that’s too much to ask. 
How about just loud snorting sounds? 

Those of you who just snorted know 
your beer commercials, and probably re- 
member the one in which we are told that 
during a taste test, the favorite beer in all 
the land was...Old Milwaukee! 

I think you can imagine the average 
beer-drinking American’s reaction to this 
news: That’s right, more than 634,000 of 
them immediately dropped a bowling ball 
on their foot. 

The survey was conducted by Consumer 
Reports, which generally sticks to rating 
such things as cars, refrigerators, and lawn- 
care equipment. In the October issue, for 
example, Black & Decker earned the high- 
est rating for its combination meat smoker/ 
toupee dryer, the Ham Donaldson. 

For the beer report, the magazine en- 
listed brew masters and brewing students 
to do the blind tastings. 

Tasting beer while you are blind, as you 
know, is considered the only realistic way 
to gauge the product, in the sense that 87 
percent of beer drinkers end up in that con- 
dition just after midnight. 

That’s followed by slurring the words 
“Shhomeone call me a cab,” at which point 
all six of your drunken friends are required 
by Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms 
and Explosives regulations to say, “You are 
a cab! Ha-ha-ha!” 

The 30-second commercial for Old Mil 
waukee beer was shown during the World Se- 
ries, and continues to air during NFL games. 

Marketing experts briefly toyed with 
the idea of using the commercial dur- 
ing NHL games, but correctly surmised 
that by the start of the game, the average 
hockey fan has already made his beverage 
selection (grain alcohol). 

As you might imagine, the results of the 
Consumer Reports study triggered a quiet 
and subdued celebration at the Old Mil- 
waukee headquarters. 

The party seemed to peak after about 
a week. It only showed signs of winding 
down when corporate executives could 
find no more lamp shades to place on their 


heads, and the Billy Ray Cyrus line-dance 
audiotape broke. 

On a personal note, I have spent the 
past four years pursuing a theater arts de- 
gree. I have conducted a beer-tasting sur- 
vey with my fellow theater students, and, 
therefore, feel quite qualified to comment 
on Old Milwaukee beer. 

Based on my own experiences over 
the last four years, I think I speak for all 
of us who participated in the survey, and 
consumed this fine product, when I say, 
“God, I wish I could remember the name 
of this damn college.

The scientific study done by Consumer 
Reports was performed by tasting each 
beer five times, using samples bought at 
stores across the country. They assessed 
30 beer qualities and defects that were 
mapped on numerical scales. 

Then, and only then, did the study’s 
highly-professional quality-control masters 
unscrew the lids from the five-gallon jars 
of pickled eggs; rack up the pool balls; and 
let everyone—in formal consumer-study 
terminology—“have at it.” 

It should be noted, however, that Old 
Milwaukee captured first place only in the 
“regular and ice beers” category. 

For “craft ales"—the microbrews that 
are sweeping the nation, and causing hun- 
dreds of thousands of sophisticated, high- 
end consumers to forget how to twitter, 
tweet, and text on their phone gadgets— 
the number-one product was Samuel Ad- 
ams Boston Ale. 

Samuel Adams was the American Revo- 
lutionary patriot who joined Paul Revere 
in giving a British general what would be- 
come known as "the noogie heard 'round 
the world." It was so painful, and came as 
such a surprise, that the general dropped a 
bowling ball on his foot. 

Now, consider the source here, but with 
its historical and political background, I 
wouldn't be the least bit surprised if Sam- 
uel Adams Boston Ale became the official 
beer of choice for the Tea Party—even 
though Old Milwaukee calls itself the Beer 
Built Right.
